Claims 10-14, 16 and 18 were rejected under § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Forbes (US 5,879,996); and, claim 17 was rejected under 
§ 103(a) being unpatentable over Forbes in view of Besser et al. (US 6,867,428) 

Without acquiescing to the Examiner reasons for rejections under 
§§102/103, the Applicants submit that claim 10 has been amended to 
incorporate the allowable subject matter of claim 15 and claim 13, thus 
mooting the Examiners rejections. Claims 1 1, 12, 14, 16-25, which directly or 
indirectly depend on claim 10, are also allowable.
